Declaration of Julie L. Gutierrez 
In Support of Response to Petition Due to Inventor's 
Refusal to Join in an Application for Patent 

I, Julie L. Gutierrez, declare as follows: 

1. I am an employee of Precision Dynamics Corporation (PDC). 
having a place of business at 13880 Del Sur Street, San Fernando. California, 
91340. My title is Intellectual Property Administrator and I have been employed 
with PDC since June 3, 2003. One of my duties as Intellectual Property 
Administrator is to coordinate and assist our outside counsel in obtaining 
inventors' signatures on various documents. This includes Declaration and 
Power of Attorney documents in connection with new patent applications. 

2. On May 9,2003, Sam Chaoui. a named inventor in the present 
patent application, was laid-off as an employee from PDC. When Mr Chaoui left 
PDC, the present patent application was not complete, and Mark Kotik arKi 
Walter Mosher took control of the project. 

3. When I began my employment with PDC on June 3, 2003. I 
coordinated revisions with outside counsel and both Mr. Kotik and Dr. Mosher to 
complete th present patent application. During this tim , they mad 
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modifications, additions and contributions to the present application now on file 
with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, 

4. On Tuesday. October 7, 2003, I forwarded to Sam Chaoui, a former 
employee of PDC, to his last known address of 21647 High Bluff Road, Diamond 
Bar, California 91765, copies of the following documents for his review and 
signature:
